onfesses To 


Slaying of Woods Rider; 


Man In Jail Exonerated 


(Andalusia Star, August 80.) 


An innocent man has been con- 
vieted of murder, according to a 
confession recently obtained from 
Reuben Allford, ex-convict, who is 
being held in the Covington Coun- 
ty jail, 

Allford confesses to the slaying 
of Will Tubberville, woods rider 
for the Jackson Lumber Company 
of Lockhart, whose body was found 
on the mornnig of March 18th fol- 
lowing a forest fire. Txamination 
revealed that he had been shot 
twiee through the heart and bruis- 
es about the head and body. 

Will KE. Jordan, state forester, 
was later arrested, tried and con- 
vieted of the murder and given 
twenty-five years in prison, 

In Allford's confession he impli- 
ecutes Tatum BGedsole, rural mail 
earrier of Haecoda, and Charles 
Council of Samson, who are now 
being held in the Geneva County 
jail. Bedsole was arrested by 
Sheriff J. A. Driver Monday night 
while Couneil has been held in the 
Geneva jail for several months on 
a charge of running over a woman 
with an automobile 

Council, according to officers, 
admitted knowledge of the slaying 
since he had been in jail, but later 
retaliated his story and feigned in- 
sanity, officers say. Sheriff Driver 
took him to Tuscaloosa where spe- 
cialists examined him and pro- 
nounced him sane, 

Bedsole has given out no state- 
ment since his arrest, other than 
to deny the charge. 

Allford was released from Speig- 
ner prison on the morning of 
March 17th and killed the woods 
rider that night, according to his 
confession. He declared he had 
been drinking. 

Allford was arrested near DeFu- 
niak Springs on a charge of selling 
mortgaged property, and turned 
over to Sheriff Tom Gantt, who 
brought him to Andalusia and 
lodged him in the Covington Coun- 
ty jail. 

He declared that he did not know 
the stae forester had been tried 
for the crime and convicted. Lack 
of sleep and peace of mind caused 
him to confess, he stated. 

After being released from Speig- 
ner, Allford reached Samson, his 
home town, about dark and was 
picked up by Council who, accord- 
ing to Allford, suggested they go 
for a ride. 

The confession in part follows: 

“Council asked me if I wanted 
to go by and get a girl, a Miss 
Bernice Holmes. I told him T 
would, We were drinking black- 
berry wine and then switched off 
to liquor. We drove to the girl's 
home and she was not there. Her 
young brother told us that she was 
at Tatum Bedsole’s shack and 
that he would ride with us and 
help us find her. 

“We drove to the shack and 
found Tatum Bedsole, Ruby Gates 
and Bernice Holmes there. We 
took several drinks and were hav- 
ing a party. The shack is under 
a bluff and about midnight I miss- 
ed Tatum Bedsole and Council. In 
a few minutes Council came back 
and told me that Will Tubberville, 
woods rider, was out 6n the bluff. 
He told me that the woods rider 
was accusing me of setting the 
woods on fire that night and was 
going to arrest me. I heard the 
woods rider and Bedsole arguing. 
Bedsole asked the woods rider why 


he didn’t clean off around his 
shack. About that time Council 
handed me an automobile jack 


handle and said, ‘I wouldn’t let 
him arrest me, I would kill him 
first.’ I took the handle and walk- 
ed up to where Tubberville was 
standing. 

“Just as he started to turn, I 
hit him over the head with the 
handle, He fell to the ground. We 
looked at him and he didn’t move, 
so we decided that he was dead. 
Tatum Bedsole said, ‘Council, we 
got this boy into this and now 
we've got to get him ott of it.’ So 
he got some gasoline from his car 
and washed the blood from his face 
and told us to put him in Coun- 
cil’s car and follow him in his car; 
that he would show us what to do. 

“He drove half miles from the 
shack and stopped. We drove up 
beside his car and stopped and

"T aimed the gun at his chest 
and pulled the trigger twice and 
handed the gun to bedsole, He 
said he was going to throw the 
gun into the river, We then left 
with the understanding that we 


were not to be seen together any 
more.” 

Allford sighed after telling the 
above story and added, “Maybe If 


can sleep now, T would never stand 


to see innocent sent to 
prison.” 
He speaks of the outside as the 


“free world,” and said, “IT hope the

free world will not be too hard 
on me,” 
Will Jordan was tried for the 


slaying of Tubberville in Geneva 
Cireuit Court and convicted, He 
appealed his case and it is now 
pending with the supreme court. 

Jordan, on the night that Tub- 
berville was killed, drove Tubber- 
ville, along with several others, to 
where a forest fire was raging, 
just across the county line, about 
eight miles this side of Hacoda, 
After battling the fire until about 
midnight before getting it under 
control, Jordan started his car and 
went in quest of Tubbervile, who 
was supposed to ride back with 
him, 

Failing to find Tubberville, Jor- 
dan went to the woods rider's 
home, thinking probably he had 
found another way home, he said, 
but after reaching there Tubber- 


ville’s wife informed him that her} 


husband had not shown up. 

Short of gasoline, Jordan claims 
he spent the remainder of the 
night at Tubberville’s house and 
renewed the search early the fol- 
lowing morning, which resulted in 
finding the body. 

Jordan’s first statement after 
finding the body was “that he 
might have run over him, believ- 
ing that probably he had fallen 
asleep in the road while waiting 
for him, and on account of the 
smoke and fog, he had failed to 
see him.” 

After it was discovered that 
Tubberville had been shot through 
the heart two times and his gun 
missing, Jordan declared that he 
could shed no light on the mys- 
tery. Both Sheriff Driver and 
Sheriff Gantt quizzed himi but fail- 
ed to gain further information. 

Later he was arrested and 
charged with the slaying. His at- 
torney obtained an order to change 
him from the Geneva County jail 
to the Covington County jail. 

Following the finding of Tubber- 
ville’s body, Col. Page 8S. Bunker, 
head of the Staite Forest Depart- 
ment, Montgomery, was called ov- 
er long distance telephone and told 
of the murder. Col. Bunker im- 
mediately obtained dogs from Kil- 
by prison, chartered an airplane 
and sent the dogs to Lockhart, 
where officers met them and took 
the dogs to the scene. But all 
trails proved to be blind and the 
dogs were returned to Kilby. 


When seen in his cell in the 
county jail today, Jordan, with 
tears trecking down his cheeks, 
said, “I am 65 years old. I have a 
wife and ten children, the oldest 
28, I have worked hard and saved 
in an effort to educate my chil- 
dren. Now, I haven’t got a pen- 
ny. I have spent it all trying to 
keep out of prison for something 
I didn’t do.” 

Solicitor Robert S. Reid stated 
today that the regular session of 
the grand jury would meet in Ge- 
neva Monday, at which time they 
will hear all witnesses in the case 
and make a thorough investigation. 

Allford’s confession ends .one of 
the most mysterious crimes ever 
to confront officers of Geneva and 
Covington Counties. More than a 
dozen arrests have been made in 
the case, each to be released after 
failing to gain worthwhile clues. 
Many thousands of miles have been 
traveled by officers, Sheriff Gantt 
estimating his mileage at more

Dunean, director of the State Ex 
tension Service, offering the fol 
lownig suggestions; 

Farmers should garner and con- 
serve all hay and forage, including 


straw, wild hay, corn fodder or 
stover, and other material often 
wasted on some farms, Onts hay 
should be saved for feed and not 
used for bedding, Wherever pos- 
sible, temporary silos should be 


erected to preserve roughage, and 
existing silos filled to capacity, 
These measures also will assist 
many farmers not in the drought 


/areas to lower their feeding costs, | 


and may build up reserves of good 
quality hay whieh could be sold in 
certain drought areas, 

Farmers should sow pastures 
for fall and spring use, and, wher- 
ever possible, should grow feed 
crops which will mature early in 
1985, 

Farmers who have supplies of 
good quality hay and forage should 
reserve such supplies in part at 
least and use more home-grown 
substitutes, In this way stocks

South, was a speaker and the high 
point of his address was that the 
farmers lack a whole lot of being 
out of the woods. Unless the cot- 
ton farmers of the South stand to- 
gether and shoulder to shoulder to 
battle for cotton's fair price, the 
good that has been done will be 
undone in another year, he said. 
He meant that if the farmers do 
not choose to continue the Federal 
cotton production control plan, 
they will get right back next year 
where they were last year. In oth- 
er words, uncontrolled production 
will lead to great cotton produc- 
tion and that in turn will lead to 
ruination prices, 

“This is the day of organization,” 
said Edward A, O'Neal, “Eyerybody 
is organizing, The farmers are just 
beginning to do it in a big way. 
Some of the politicians have said 
the farmers were in politics, I 
say to you that if you are not 
organized you are lost and that if 
you do not get into politics and 
stay behind those who are your 
friends you will be lost, Get into 
politics up.to your knees, or up to 
your eyebrows. They are all doing 
it and that is the only way you 
can get what is coming to you.” 

“We must tell the world that 
Alabama is for the New Deal,” 
said Col, Bibb Graves, who will be 
the next governor of Alabama un-

That fertilizer and fertiliz- 
er materials be immediately pro- 
duced at Muscle Shoals in large 
quantities and that the TVA use
